Sweeping Reform Scheduled for 
. Proposed Change of Regime. 


“PULL” TO BE OF NO AVAIL. 


Buildings Must Comply with Ordinance 
in All Particulars. 


Sweeping reforms in administrative meas- 
ures for the protection of property and the 


‘saving of lives from fire are foreshadowed, 


in Mayor Busse’s proposed ordinance trans- 
ferring enforcement of fire regulations in 
buildings from the building to the fire de- 
partment. 

It the change is euthorised by the city 
council Fire Marshal Horan promises an 
overhauling of building conditions that will 
reduce materially Chicago’s heavy anggal 
toll of fire damages. 

The antiquated type of ladder fire escape 
is doomed if Ohief Horan obtains authority 
to enforce what he considers proper regula- 
tions. Not only will it be obligatory to in- 
stall stairway fire escapes on néw buildings, 
but owners will be compelled to tear down 
the old ladders and put in the stairway type. 

The chief also would abolish the outside 
standpipe, which generally is frozen up in 
winter. He would require standpipes to be 
provided inside of ali tall buildings. 

In addition it is proposed that the fire de- 
partment shall have power to compel the in- 
stallation of emergency exits and stairways 
in buildings where dangerous conditions war- 
rant, 

Reasons for Desired Change. 

It is proposed to transfer to the fire depart- 
ment the enforcement of all regulations for 
the prevention and fighting of fire and for 
the protection of human lives on the theory 
that these are duties in which firemen have 
expert knowledge, and for the proper dis- 
charge of which the community naturally 
looks to its fire department. 

Enforcement. of fire regulations by the 
building department has been inadequate 
and in some cases seriously lax. There prac- 
tically is only one official whose duty ft ts 
to enforce the law requiring fire escapés. 
This is. Peter J. MeGinnis of the building 
department. He ie charged with carrying 
out the law in the business district, and is 
supposed to receive the assistance of the 
regular building inspectors in enforcing the 
regulations in other parts of the city. ° 

Inspector McGinnie asserts that be has 
been enforcing the law to the letter, but he 
applauds the proposition to transfer the du- 
ties to the fire department, where he believes 
. ore extensive inspection will be pro- 

Building Commissioner Murdoch Campbell 
gaid he thought his department was doing 
the work well enough, and he complained 
that he had not been conpulted by the mayor. 


Owners Evade Law. 

It appears, however, that there has been 
trouble in the enforcement of the law by the 
building department. Property owners have 

to provide fire eseapes of the type 
ed and some serious fires have occurred 
on the premises of such recalcitrant citizens.

Notices containing the fire department and 
bullding department regulations are being 
mailed to every 5 cent theater in town by 
Marshal Horan as a result of his inspection 
trip made Sunday to thirty theaters with 
Building Inspector Edward F. Kelling. Aty 
tention of the health department has been 
directed to theaters where ventilation is in- 
adequate or waste other Insanitary condi- 
tions exist. 

More stringent regulation of buildings oc- 
cupied by the cheaper grade of theaters will 
be asked in the proposed revision of the bulld- 
ing code as a result of the trip. The chief of- 
tense to which the fire marshall made ob- 
jection was the presence of stoves in the audi- 
torium in violations of the regulations. 

At the 5 cent theater kept by A. Blum at 
168 Halsted street, only one exit was found, 
and he was notified to open another exit at 
once or close the theater. 

Extensive alterations probably will have 
to be made in many second and third class 
Chicago theaters after May 15 as the result 
of action taken by the judiciary committee 
of the city council.

No Wireless Communication Can Be Es-

New Orleans, La., Feb. 9.—[ Special. }—Anx- 
lety is felt here for Président Blect Taft and 
his party, who are en route to New Orleans 
from Panama on the armored cruiser North 
Carolina, because of the hurricane in the 
gulf today.

Thomas Oliver, on Eve of South- 
ern Trip, Expires Suddenly, 


— — 


DROPS IN ARMS OF HIS WIFE. 


Was on Way to Demonstrate Device to 
Federal Officials. 


Thomas Oliver, a well known inventor and 
president of the Oliver Cotton Harvester 
company, dropped dead at the Argyle station 
of the Northwestern elevated road late yes- 
terGay afternoon. He was with his wife, and 
they were on their way from their home at 
462 Winthrop avenue to the Lilinois Central 
railroad, depot to take à train for Pine Pluff, 
Ark., where Mr. Oliver was going on busi- 
ness. 

They were waiting at the station for a 
train, when he suddenly reeled and would 
have fallen to the platform had his wife not 
caught him in her arms. A physician was 
summoned, but he died before the doctor 
arrived. 

The police from the Summerdale station 
were summoned and the body was removed 
to the home. 


Minister, Then Inventor. 


Mr. Oliver was born in Woodstock. Ont., in 
1855 and was of Scotch-Canadian parentage. 
At an early age be became a Methodist 
minister and it was while in this work he 
began his inventions. 

Shortly after his mother died he moved to 
a small town in Iowa wherehe began work on 
the Oliver cotton harvester. It was placed on 
the market about six years ago, but was 
called back a year ago by Mr. Oliver because 
he had some improvements to make on it. 

Yesterday he was to have left for Pine 
Bluff, where he was to demonstrate his ma- 
chine to the government officials. It was 
a machine which could do the work of sixty 
men in a cotton field. He was also the in- 
ventor of various machines. 


Busy on Novel Devices. 


He hed an invention on the improvement 
of the moving picture machine patented re- 
cently which, it is said, did away with the 
„ fluttering Im the pictures when shown. 
He aleo invented a street car trolley which 
will not come off the wires as easily as the 
old ones. This patent is still pending. 

Mr. Oliver quit the pastorate about twelve 
years ago, shortly after he started on the in- 
vention of the cotton picking machine. When 
he had it about half finished he moved to Chi- 
cago and completed it here. He had been a 
resident of Chicago about ten years. He is 
survived by a widow and three children, two 
sons and a daughter. The children are Jud- 
son A. Oliver, Wilbur Oliver, and Mrs, Mary 
Oliver Burger. 

The offices of the Oliver Harvester company 
are at 120 Franklin street. 

Mrs. Oliver is prostrated over her husband's 
death and was unable to be seen at her resi- 
dence iu the evening.

License for Warehouse Men. 

In the senate Senator Hall introduced a 
measure which will interest warehouse men.

The missive, written on a piege of wrapping 
paper, was signed with a skull and cross 
bones and contained a threat that if the 
Money was not placed in a cigar box last 
night and left en the sidewalk. in Homer 
street the membere of the society would 
inflict on him a swift and terrible death. 
Homer street is next to Milwaukee avenue 
and the money was to be left in front of a 
house which was directly nes aati: jewelry 
store, 

Trembling with fright, ie hurried 
to Ldeut. Larkin of the West North avenue 
station with the second letter and a second 
decoy was placed for the supposed writers 
of the Black Hand letters. Five policemen 
were concealed in houses nearby, but no one 
appeared to carry off the box. 

Sees No Joke; Goes Armed. 
The failure.of any one to go for the money 


has led the police to believe that some one, 
possibly a friend of the jeweler. had written 


the letters as a joke. This view was not the 


one taken by Lambrecht, who has armed him- 
self with a revolver and keeps his children in 
the house in fear that one of them may pos- 
sibly be kidnaped. 

The police hope with the aid of the post- 
office authorities to trace the letters and 
cause the arrest of the person or persons 
guilty of sending them. The firat letter was 
written on a sheet of plain writing paper, 
while the second was on a piece of common 
brown wrapping paper.

“Jf country life.” said the president in a 
message accompanying the. * to bo- 
come what it should be, and what I believe it 
ultimately will he—one of the dignified 
and desirable ways of earning a. —the 
farmer must take advantage not only ot the 
agricultural knowledge which is at his dis- 
posal. but of the methods which have raised 
and continue to raise the standards of living 
and of intelligence in other callings. 


Growing Crops Only Foundation. 

“The commission has tried to help the 
farmers to gee clearly theirown problem and 
to see it as a whole; to distinetrish clearly 
between what the government éan do and 
what the farmers must do for sel ves: 
and it wishes to bring not only farmers 
but the nation asa whole to. realise that the 
growing of crops, though an essential part, 
is only a part of country lite. Crop growing 
is the essential foundation. but it, is no less 
essential that the farmer shall get an ade- 
quate return for what he grows. and it is no 
less essenal—indeed, it is. Uterallx vital 
that he and his wife and his ¢hfidren.sha'l 
lead right kind of life.’ 

For this reason it Je of the first im 
tance that the United. States department of 
agriculture, through which as prime agent 
the ideas the commission stands for must 
reach the people. should become without de- 
lay in fact a department of country te, 
fitted to deal not only with crops but also 
with all the larger aspects of life in the 
open country. 


Immediate Needs Pointed Out. 

“From all that has been done and learned 
three great general and immediate needs of 
country life stand out: 

First, effective codperation among farmers, to put 
them on @ level with the organized interests with 
which they do business. * 

Second, a new kind of achools in the country, 
which shall teach the children as much outdoors 
as indoors and perhaps more, so that they will 
prepare for country life, and“ not, as at present, 
mainty for lte in tewn. 

Third, better means of communication, includ- 
ing good roads and a parcels post, which the 
country people are everywhere, and rightly, unani- 
mous in demanding. 

“To these may well de added better sant- 
tation. for easily preventable

A war with Japan would 
not be pleasing to these agitators. If 
there were to be one the Pacific coast 


people would in a body denounce the men 


who had brought it on. 

The most surprising feature of the case 
is that the citizens of California have 
not demanded that this vicious nonsense 
should stop. Thus far only some San 
Francisco and Los Angeles business men, 
some ministers, and a few others have 
spoken out. If the people of California 
really dislike the presence of Japanese 
laborers the fact that the number of 
laborers is decreasing should make them 
eager to live up to the agreement which 
has brought about the decrease. They 
should be the first to denounce as dis- 
honorable and impolitic anything which 
even remotely resembled a breach of the 
| agreement. 

Elihu Root said the other day that it 
was the duty of the voter to elect legis- 
latures they could trust, The voters of 
California have been neglectful of that 
duty. The passage of the bill affecting 
Japanese children who wish to go to the 
public schools, which has so many friends 
in that body, would be a wanton insult. 
‘There are but a handful of children in the 
state and the elementary schools ought 
to be as open to them as the universities 
are to Japanese students. If the bill 
were to pass the federal courts would be 

asked to set it aside as a violation of a 
treaty. Doubtless they would hold it 
void, but the insult would not be blotted 
out thereby.

GERMANY AND ENGLAND. 

If it were not that many Englishmen 
are in a panicky state over the assumed 
designs of Germany and if some Germans 
did not view England with an evil eye 
the visit of King Edward to Berlin would 
pass almost unnoticed. It would be mere- 
ly a cage of a royal uncle calling upon 
an imperial nephew. No political im- 
portance would be attached to the visit. 
No one would fancy that it might influ- 
ence.the course of either country. 

It is because the relations of the two 
peoples are marred by distrust and dis- 
like that the dispatches which chronicle 
the arrival of King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra at Berlin lay so much em- 
phasis on the cordiality of the popular 
welcome. Demonstrations of popular 
good will are not made to order there. 
The crowds that thronged the streets 
were pleased to greet the royal pair and 
see what they look like. This is their first 
visit to the German capital. 

Whether a reception in which nothing 
fhat goes to make up a hearty welcome 
was lacking will have any effect on ug 
lishmen who are wrought up over the 
specter of a German invasion is doubtful. 
Delusions of that kind are hard to re- 
move. Nearly every nation must have a 
supposed enemy in some other nation. 
With England France long filled that 
role. Then it was Russia. Now it is 
Germany. And yet there can be only 
a few Germans outside of some army and 
navy men who want a war with Great 
Britain. The business men and working- 
men do not. Heavier taxation would be 
but one of the evils it would entail. 

Under the circumstances the visit of 
the king to Berlin does not compare in 
importance with the agreement reached 
between France and Germany as to Mo- 
roceo. If France bad not yielded once 
at a critical moment there would have 
been war with Germany over that wretch- 
ed. fraction of Africa. Europe will breathe 
easier now that the Moroccan question 
has been disposed of by an arrangement 
which safeguards the ‘interests of both 
France and Germany. It would be better | 
for Morocco if France could absorb and 
civilize it, but that cannot be done con- 
sistently with the peace of Europe.

And it was only then that by mere chance 
the discovery was made that beneath a 
number of layers of canvas, paint, and wall 
paper the walls of the grand staircase, and 
of the grand salon were adorned with superb 
frescoes by Louis Laguerre, representing all 
the first duke of Marlborough’s battles and 
sieges. Marlborough house is a large build- 
ing, but it is none too roomy for the house- 
hold of the prince and princess of Wales, 
which numbers considerably over a hundred 
people.

Recently I have received a communication 
from a Comte de Lafayette now residing 
in New York, who takes exception to my 
statements. He claims to be the grandson 
of Mme. Adolphe Cerier, eldest sister of the 
Marquis Edmond de Lafayette. This I do 
not for one moment deny. He likewise as- 
serts that he obtained the authorization to 
assume the historic name of De Lafayette 


ronymic. So far as any mere name is con- 
cerned, there is just as little difficulty about 
assuming it in France as in England or the 
United States, provided cértain f lities 
are observed. But what I do contend and 
maintain is that there is today no authentic 
marquis or count de Lafayette and that the 
assumption ot any such tite is unwarranted. 
The law of February, 1824, which remains in 
force to this day, declares that “ titles of no- 
bility can descend only in the male line di- 
rect,”’ and therefore not through the distaff 
side of the house.

otherwise have become extinct in the per- 
sons of the sons-in-law and the sisters’ sons

was made in the case of the descendants of 
Gen. @e Lafayette during the reign of Na- 
poleon III. or of the two kings of 
France above mentioned, as both the 
Marquis Edmond de Lafayette and his 
brother Oscar were still alive; and there 
is no record of the government of the repub- 
lic haying since their demise created afresh 
or revived the dignities of marquis and 
count de Lafayette for the benefit of their 
sister’s grandsons. 

The present republic has not alone declined 
to create or to revive any French titles, but 
even to sanction the use of those conferred’ 
upon Frenchmen by foreign governments. 
It therefore follows that there can be today 
no bona fide marquis or count of Lafayette 
in existence. And I may add that these dig- 
nities are not to be found on the roster of 
any reputable club in France, nor in any of 
the standard works of reference dealing with 
the French nobility and enumerating its 
members.

The comte de Lafayette in his letter 
pleads by way of justification of his title that 
when the United States government wished 
to secure the presence of the descendants of 
Gen. de Lafayette at the unveiling of the 
Rochambeau statue at Washington it in- 
vited him and his elder brother as marquis 
and count de Lafayette. If that is so, then 
the United States government made a mis- 
take; and it is certainly somewhat farfetched 
for a soi-disant French count to base the ex- 
istence of his title on an error of a foreign 
and republican government, as the United 
States, which cannot be expected to know 
much about questions and laws relating to 
the French aristocracy.

Bills Opposed by Railroads. 

Two bills that have been introduced in the 
Illinois legislature are arousing the oppo- 
sition of the ratiroad officials. The first re- 
quires that, in addition to the engineer and 
firemen, a foreman and two helpers be pro- 
vided for each switching engine, who shall 
do nothing but leok after that engine. This 
requirement, it is declared, would make it 
impossible to maintain switching engines at 
hundreds of small statiens where one helper 
now suffices. 

The other bill would limit the number of 
cars in @ coal train to fifty and would re- 
quire in addition to the present crew of en- 
gineer, conductor, fireman, and two brake- 
nen, @ flagman with no other duties than to 
flag. This ie said to be entirely unnecessary 
and ia especially opposed by the Burlington. 
This road has built a low grade line into the 
coal fields in order to promote that traffic 
in competition with eastern coal and its offi- 
cials declare that to add to the expense of 
transportation would prevent meking rates 
low enough to offset the advantages in qual- 
ity possessed by eastern coal.
